ploaion of coal duet In mines Nos. 
0 and 8 of the Consolidated

company, of Baltimore, located on 
opposite sides of tho Monogahela 
river at Monongah, six miles from 
here this morning, resulted in what 
from present reports is Indicated to 
be tbe worst disaster in the history 
of the coal mining industry in Amer- 
ica. 


The most 
conservative reports 


place the number of men entombed 
by the explosion at three hundred 
and nearly all estimates. Including 
those of most of the coal company 
officials, place the number at at least 
600. Some estimates place the num- 
ber even higher. About 1,000 miners 
are employed in the two workings 
and most of them, it Is said, en- 
tered the mine before the explosion 
occurred. 


Only five bodies had been recover- 


ed up to 3 o'clock. It may be sev- 
eral 
hours 
before ' the 
rescuers 


reach the scene of the explosion. 


Nk» Adds Horror to Horror. 


It is reported and 
partially 
con- 


firmed that the mine has taken flre, 
further handicapping tbe rescuers and 


rnishing a new menace to the lives 
the entombed men, should any of 


have escaped the explosion. . 


^Mining experts, a large corps of 
lysiclans and others familiar with 


^mining matters hold out practically 


no hope to waiting friends that a sin- 
gle person in the mine at the time of 
the explosion has been left alive. 


AT I/EAST BOO ENTOMBED. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Deo. 6.—A terrific 


and disastrous explosion occurred to- 
day in mines No. 6 and No. 8 of the, 
Consolidated Coal company of Mou- 
ongah, W. Va. 


A long distance phone message to 


the Associated Press says that the 
bodies of iVee miner have been re- 
covered near the mouth of mine No. 
6. They were foreigners. 


Superintendent John Malone, of 


the mines, says there were at least 
600 men entombed. 
Mine No. 6 is 


located on the east side of the 
Monongahela river and mine No 8 
on the west side. 


How the explosion occurred simul-

-jsly In both mines cannot be ex- 


V.o.. . ^at this time. 
All is con- 


fusion at the scene of the disaster 
and definite Information is meagre. 
The explosion was heard for a dis- 
tance of eight miles. 


It Is believed that a majority of 


the entombed men were killed. 


It Is feared that the accident will 


turn out to be the worst In the his- 
tory of mining In this country. 


Superintendent Malone telephones 


that BOO men were In the mine at tho 
time and the miners do not think any 
could escape alive from tho force of 
the'explosion.

cuers may be expected to reach the 
men by 2 o'clock this afternoon. The

Physician* Hurry to Seen*. 


Immediately after receipt of the 


news, physicians and special- -can 
were dispatched to the scene from 
Fairmont. 
The mine Is too full of 


gas and smoke yet for the rescuers 
to be able to go in. 


It is stated the explosion started 


in No. 6 and spread to No. 3 mine, 
tho two being connected. 


Tho gravest fears are felt for the 


safety of the great number of men 
In the workings. 
Tho very earth 


seemed to be rent at the moment of 
tbe shock. 


Some idea of the force of the ex- 


plosion may be gained from the fact 
that props from the mine were not 
only blown out of the entry, but 
were hurled by the force of It, clear 
across the west fork of the Monon- 
gahela river. 


Wires are down, which Is .the rea- 


son for details of the explosion being 
unobtainable yet. 


Rescuers Going Into Mine. 


It Is now said the relief party which 


is working Its way Jnto the mines, 
will not reach the Imprisoned men 
before 4 o'clock this afternoon. The 
rescuers include nine carpenters and 
superintendents headed by J. C. Gas- 
kill. 
The co»l company has Its re- 


lief arrangements down to a system 
and special trains are ready to bring 
the wounded to the miners' hospital 
in this city as fast as possible. A 
hospital has been arranged at the op- 
ening of the mine, where the wound- 
ed will receive attention. 
Several 


men were' practically blown out of 
mine No. 6 through an air hole. Their 
escape was miraculous. 
Twenty phy- 


sicians from Fairmont are now on the 
grounds and every attention Is being 
given the men. The mines did 'not 
work yesterday. 
From best estimates 


260 men were In each mine today. 
The scenes about the openings of the 
mines are Impossible to describe. 


Facts About Monongah Mines. 


The town of Monogah has a popula- 


tion of about 6,000 and while for the 
most part the miners are of foreign 
birth, there are still many American 
workmen. Possibly the largest steel 
tipple in the state Is located at Morion- 
gah. The mines are both shaft and 
slope mines, being worked by the rope 
and haulage system. They lie on both 
sldest of the West Fork river and are 
connected by a steel pier bridge owned 
and operated''by the coal company. 
Until about ten years ago, only Ameri- 
can miners were employed. At that 
time the miners of Pennsylvania, In 
diana, Illinois and Ohio were on strike. 


The.coal company Is one of the 


largest companies of the kind In the

FRANCE 
CONTINUES 


Bank of France Will Keep 


on Sending While It 


is Needed. 


Paris, Dec. 6.—The Associated Press 


was Informed today by an authority 
competent to-speak in the premises 
that the bank of France, expressing 
the desire of France for further to as 
slst tho United States financially, will 
continue to send more gold to the 
United States by discounting Ameri- 
can commercial paper or else by send- 
ing gold to England through the pur- 
chase of time sterling bills. This aid 
will be rendered so long as It Is need- 
ed, but always with the understand- 
ing that the bank of France will meet 
first the gold requirements of French 
banking institutions. 


STATE BANK REFORMS. 


New York, Dec. C.—The commission 


appointed by Governor Hughes to 
recommend changes In the state bank- 
Ing laws has under consideration 
among other things, changes In tho 
laws regarding trust companies which 
will require large reserve funds to be 
kept. 
The ftrst plnn Is for all trust 


companies to keep on hand 25 per cent 
of nil deposits, of no matter what char- 
acter, ten per cent to be deposited In 
banks and the other 15 per cent to be 
kept In the companies vaults. 
The 


other plan provides for a reserve fund 
equal to 25 per cent of all demand de- 
posits with only a nominal reserve, 
perhaps only five per cent required on 
time deposits. The passage of laws 
embodying each of these plans, it Is 
thought, would Induce many of the 
trust companies to enter the clearing 
house or establish a slmUir central 
body of their own.

In all, 
nearly a full regiment will be put In 
the field accompanied by a platoon 
of machine guns. 


New York, Dec. G.—That more bur- 


glaries and robberies have occurred 
in New York during the last sixty 
days than at any other like period in 
the history of the city is the state- 
ment of the agents of half a dozen 
burglary insurance companies.

It was on a blank furnished by the 
anti-saloon league. 


From this ho refreshed his memory 


frequently. On his cross examination 
the defense brought out prominently 
his connection with the league and 
made every effort 
to 
confuse him 


about the date. He was followed by 
Harry Hller, who gave 
practically 


the same testimony, stating that they 
were accompanied by W. S. Mason, a 
draughtsman at the Electric 
Light 


works. 


The state scored a good point In 


the case this afternoon Just before It 
rested when It Introduced a former 
bartender In the Jackson saloon, who 
testified that there is a rear parti- 
tion some five or six feet from the 
back door of the place. This, he tes- 
tified, is shut off from the street In 
such a way that business could be 
carried on there with the doors in 
the front partition and the curtains 
put aside. 
This Is important from 


the fact that the jury in the other 
Jackson case was Instructed that If It 
was shown that a material portion of 
the room was In view there should be 
an acquittal.

Note Left by Clara Blood- 
good for Husband Does 


Not Solve Mystery. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 6.—The body 


of Clara Bloodgood, the actress who 
committed suicide by shooting in her 
room, in the Hotel Stafford last night, 
was taken to New York at noon today 
by her husband, Wm. Lambier, of New 
York, who reached Baltimore this 
morning. Mr. Lambier at once visit- 
ed the undertaker's establishment to 
which his wife's body was taken last 
night. He declined to receive visitors 
but through 
John Emerson, stage 


manager of the company with which 
his wife was appearing, stated that a 
note left for him by his wife gave ab- 
solutely no clue as to the motive for 
her act. It merely referred to soma 
business matters which she desired 
him to attend to for her in New York, 
and evidently had been laid aside for 
mailing. Mr. Lambier could not, ha 
declared, assign any reason for the 
deed, and Mr. Emerson added that he 
himself could only ascribe it to the 
fears of a possible physical break- 
down on the part of Mrs. Bloodgood. 
She had a hard season, he said, with, 
a large number of one night stands, 
and this hal told on her nervous sys- 
tem. 


Actress Was Much Worn. 


"For over a week I had been, with 


her a great part of the time," he said. 
"Trying to cheer her and relieving her 
of as many details as possible. Tho 
long road tour through the south had 
completely worn her out. She was tEe 
sort of a woman who would worry her- 
self sick over details and at times she 
seemed almost ready to collapse. 


"I did everything I could to make 


her stay in Baltimore cheerful and 
was beginning to think she was feel- 
Ing better when I learned by telephone 
that she had killed herself." 


Stage Manager Emerson said that 


the future plans of the company would 
not be settled until after they bad re- 
turned to New York. 


The body of Mrs. Bloodgood was 


faken to New York over the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad. 
Mr. Lalmbler ac- 


companied it. 
It was learned today

through, and came out at the forehead. 
The wounded man turned only to re- 
ceive another bullet in the head, which 
also passed completely through. Co- 
hen sank unconscious to the floor. 


Steele then swung around and flred 


at Driscoll, the bullet Inflicting a se- 
vere scalp wound. Driscoll also fell 
unconscious to the floor. Huddell, In 
attempting to close on the man, was 
struck on the cheek by the muzzle of 
the revolver and knocked down. But 
Steele made no attempt to flre again. 


By this time, Private Secretary 


Groves had leaped over a table and 
grappled with Steele, and almost at 
the same moment Gen. "Whitney, who 
had been summoned to the Kennedy 
hearing, came through the door and 
rushed to the assistance of Mr. Groves. 


Governor Aids the Injured. 


Huddell 
also 
Jumped 
up 
and 


wrenched the revolver away, while 
one of the messengers dashed into the 
governor's office and said: 


"They are murdering people In the 


lobby." 


The governor Instantly went Into 


the lobby and helped Gen. Whitney, 
Mr. Groves, and Mr. Huddell lift 
Colin on to one of the sofas. Word 
was sent to the office of the state 
police in the basement and a force of 
officers quickly arrived and handcuffed 
Steele. 


In the meantime Gov. Guild had 


knelt by Cohen's side and was giving 
all the aid he could. In response to a 
call for medical assistance. Dr. Owen 
Copp, chairman, of the state board of 
insanity, reached the executive depart- 
ment. 
He 
Immediately recognized 


Steele, having had him under observa- 
tion for more than five years In vari- 
ous state insane Institutions. 
Dr. 


Copp examined Mr. Cohen's wounds. 
Dr. Harrington and Dr. Harvey, of oth- 
er state commissions, arrived a few 
minutes later and soon the executive 
depatment was nearly filled. 


Steele Placed Under Arrest 


In the meantime Steele had been 


taken to the office of the state police 
and subsequently sent under a strong 
guard to the tombs. 


The doctors, after n nasty examina- 


tion of Cohen and Driscoll, expressed 
the opinion that the former's wound 
would probably prove fatal, but that 
the wound in Mr. Driscoll's head 
would not be anything more than a. 
serious scalp affair. 


During the Spanish-American war 


Steele, then a member of company L, 
Fifth Massachusetts regiment, first 
manifested symptoms of Insanity. 


Imagining that a fellow sentry was 


plotting against him, Steele fired at 
tuo roan, but the shot went wild. A 
court martial found Steele insane, and 
he was committed to the National In- 
sane hospital at Washington, where 
he remained until 1903, when he was 
released as apparently cured. Later 
ho was sent to the Danvers asylum. 


Edward Cohen showed much im- 


provement during the early morning 
and the doctors stated that his case 
was much more favorable than had 
been hoped for.

Had Asked Governor's Aid.

District Attorney John B. Moran, and 
other officials, aliening that his com- 
mitment to the asylum was Illegal and 
making complaint regarding his treat- 
ment In thnt institution.

that the governor was receiving ft dele- 
gation from Rhode Island. , 
The three labor men were asked to 


wait In one of the anterooms until the 
Rhode Island men should leave. 


All three worre standing boslde a 


long table conversing, while at the far- 
ther end of the room Private Secre- 
tary Groves was dictating a letter to 
the executive stenographer. 


William Heed, the colored messen- 


ger of the department waa seated at 
his desk within a few feet of the la- 
bor men. Suddenly Steele appeared 
at the door of the room from the halt 
way, and, without announcing hie mis

CRACK SHOT KILLS HIS 


WIFE III RAILWAY 


.COACH 


Then He Marched Off and in 


Gentlemanly Way Shot 


Himself. 


Norfolk, Neb., Dec. C.~In the pres- 


ence of a coachful ot horror-stricken 
passengers, V. B. Nethaway, a well 
known trap shooter, shot and killed 
his wlfo on an outgoing train ycstor- 
day afternoon. Then he jumped from 
the car and took his own life a few 
minutes later. Mrs. Nethaway had 
boarded the train to go to the county 
scat, where her application for divorce 
was to have been heard last evening. 


Nethaway appeared in the car door 


armed with a shotgun. Ho called to 
his wifo at tho opposite end of the 
coach to "prepare to die!" and then 
fired both barrels at her with fatal 
precision. 


Addresses Passengers After Deed. 
He next addressed the 
frightened 


passengers, mostly men, some of 
whom had scrambled under the seats 
and others tried to escape through 
tho windows. 


"Oood-by, boys," he said. I am sorry 


that I had to do this, but I will do 
the same thing for myself." 


Leaving the car, Nethaway went to 


a local grain office, drawing a revolver 
to keep tho gathering crowd at a safe 
distance. 
In the office ho kept the 


grain dealer, Clarence Salter, and a 
companion under cover while he 
stepped to a telephone to call up his 
mother. Over the telephone he told 
her of the double tragedy he was car- 
rying out, gave her a few instructions, 
and begged kind treatment for his lit- 
tle daughter, who Is in a convent at 
West Point, Neb. 


Desires to Kill Ex-Senator. 


"My only regret," said Nethaway, 


turning to tho grain man, "Is that I 
did not kill Senator Allen," referring 
to former TJuited States Senator Wil- 
liam V. Allen, of Madison, his wife's 
attorney in the divorce case. 


Nethaway then removed his hat, 


coat and vest, preparatory to commit- 
ting suicide. Salter objected to his 
shooting himself In the office, saying 
that If he must kill himself, he ought 
to do It somewhere else. 


Says He Is "Gentleman." 


"I'm a gentleman and I'll shoot my- 


self wherever you say," was the reply. 
An adjacent elevator was suggested, 
and Nethaway hastened thither. 


He placed himself on the .floor .pil- 


lowed his head on an old sack, and 
sent a bullet through his brain. He 
died instantly. 


Attorneys for the two parties were 


meantime awaiting their clients at the 
county seat. Netbaway for a score 
of years has been prominent in shoot- 
Ing tournaments in this section and 
last summer took part In the natlonal- 
:ournament In Chicago. 


MUST SERVE PRISON TERM. 


Husband Who Abandoned Family Is 


Convicted it Greenfield. 


Greenfield, Ind., Dec. 6.—William C. 


Alexander, of this county, was found 
guilty of wife desertion In' the circuit 
court yesterday; and was sentenced to 
serve from one to three years In- the 
state prison at Michigan City. Alex- 
ander, who is 33 years old, deserted 
his wife and three little children last 
March, leaving them at Shirley with- 
out food, flre or sufficient clothing. He 
went to Rushvllle, where he was later 
arrested, and has been In jail here for 
several months. 


His wife struggled against poverty 


for several months and then took her 
children and went to the county poor 
asylum, where she Is now staying. 
There was but very little defense 
made, as tho prisoner could offer no 
excuse for bis actions. The jury was, 
out just long enough to ballot and re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, recommend- 
ing a prison sentence of from ooo to 
three years. This Is the first case ot 
wife desertion to be tried here since 
the new law was-passed by the recent 
legislature, making it a crime punish- 
able with a penitentiary sentence.

FOR CURRENCY REFORM.

That there will be no want of expe- 


dition In getting through congress 
some sort of currency reform designed 
to meet present emergencies and to 
forestall future perils is borne out by 
the general tenor of advices 
from 


Washington. Speaker Cannon prompt- 
ly named the house currency commit- 
tee and that body at once formed a 
sub-committee of five members 
to 


draft a currency measure. That com- 
mittee at once began its labors. There 
Is a disposition, it is said, to recognize 
the necessities of the situation and 
there was practically an agreement 
upon the general character of tho leg- 
islation to be suggested. This extend- 
ed even to the democratic members of 
the committee. 


Ono of tho Important Ideas ad- 


vanced which met with quito itenoral 
approval was as to tho need of a 
chanpo of plan an to tho retention of 
reserves in amall banking Institutions. 
Tin; banks arc now required to main- 
tain a reserve of fifteen per cent and 
may send three-fifths of that reserve 
to larger banks of deposit. It Is a gen- 
eral custom to make an agreement 


I with tho bank of deposit to receive tho 
deposit!) of tho smaller banko through- 
out the year, pay a low rate ot inter- 
est, say two per cent, and In return 
receive accommodation durlne tho 
crop moving period. 


It wns pointed out at Uio committee 


mooting that tho banks of deposit In 
tho larger cltlos loaned these deposits 


when received and that when the 
small banks became disturbed at con- 
ditions and wanted this money they 
were not always able to get it. The 
accumulation of cash in the banks ol 
deposit is also said to make the large 
banks anxious to put it to use, and In 
this way acts as a stmulant to specula- 
tion.

New York, Dec. 6.—Owing his life 


o Miss Mary Day Lee. curator's as- 
istant, who sucked the poisson from 
the bite of a gall monster In his right 
land, Frank Gillian, an attendant in 
he Children's Museum, Bedford Park, 
Brooklyn, returned to the museum yes- 
erday and learned that the reptile 
hat sent him to the hospital for six 
weeks is dying. It is unable to stand 
he cold of a northern winter and 
death is expected in a few days. 


Ordinarily the bite of a gila monster 


s as deadly as that of a rattlesnake, 
jillian was bitten on October 2G, 
when cleaning the monster's tank. Its 
teeth sank deep into the flesh, and sev- 
eral seconds elapsed before he could 
)ry its jaws open. 


After Gillian had bathed his hand In 


ilcohol Miss Lee lacerated it .with a 
iharp knife. Then she applied her lips 
o the wound and sucked out the poi- 
on. In spite of her heroic action, Gil- 
Urn's hand began to swell. An ambu- 
mce surgeon told Miss Lee that If 
.illian lived it would be due to her 
rompt measures. 
Since then Miss Lee has been In- 
irmed that she risked her life in the 
-satment. 
Had she been suffering 


•om a break of any kind in the mem- 
rane of the mouth the poison would 
ave entered her system. 
At the hospital the physicians not 
aly saved Gillian, but found It un- 
iccessary to amputate his arm. The 
rm would have been taken off imme- 
;iately had it not been for Miss Lee'a 
vork. 


Scientists have watched Gillian's 


•.ase with Interest, as it has always 
>een understood that bites of gila 
monsters arc fatal. F. A. Lucas, cura- 
.or ot the museum, has written an ar- 
ticle on the subject, which will appear 
in the Museum News.

mond, Va., Is well known as a physi- 
cist and expert on wireless telegraphy.

GIVE SUPPORT 10 


Great Rail Magnate of the 


Northwest Makes a Hit 


at the Congress. 


Washington, Dec. 6. — A notable fea- 


ture of the rivers and harbors con- 
gress convention, now on session in 
this city, was the address delivered 
yesterday by James J. Hill, president 
of the Great Northern railway com- 
pany, who was introduced to the con- 
gress as "a wizard of transportation 
and one of the greatest railroad build- 
ers In the world." 


Mr. Hill created great enthusiasm 


among the 2,500 delegates by declar- 
in gthat the railroads of the country 
would support cordially any proper 
plan for the development of the legiti- 
mate waterways of the United States. 
He produced figures to show that the 
traffic of the country had become so 
great and was increasing so tremend- j 
ously that It was beyond the physical 
power of the railroads to handle It. He 
made a significant statement of the 
attitude of railroad men toward legis- 
lation which has been directed against 
rail carriers in America and declared 
that all the railroads asked was per- 
mission to conduct their business in a 
proper way under fair regulations and 
fair laws. 


Vice 
President 
Fairbanks 
and 


Speaker Cannon, In receiving a com- 
mittee of fifty delegates to the recent 
waterway convention in Memphis, ex- 
pressed their heartiest sympathy with 
the project for a deep waterway from 
the lakes to the Gulf of Mexico. A 
memorial was presented praying the 
support of congress to the project for 
a ship canal from the great lakes to 
the Gulf of Mexico through, the At- 
lantic coast states, and recommending 
an annual appropriation of $50,000,- 
000 for harbors tmd waterways In- 
provements. 


Hill Points Out Solution. 


In his address Mr. Hill said the 


country 'must prepare to use the water- 
ways as common carriers. He wanted 
to see carried to a conclusion a chan- 
nel from St. Louis to New Orleans of 
at least a depth of fifteen feet, and 
eighteen feet would be twice as good. 


"While the traffic of this country Is 


Increasing at the rate of 12 per cent. 
annually," he said, "tho ability of the 
carriers of that traffic is Increasing 
only 2% per cent, annually. It would 
bo necessary for us to build Immedi- 
ately 75.000 miles of new railroads In 
order adequately to meet tho traffic 
conditions of the country." 


Mr. Hill said such a task, In present 


conditions, would bo almost Impossi- 
ble on account of the difficulty In ob- 
taining proper terminals, tho neces- 
sary cash with which to construct tho 
roads, and tho labor with which to 
build them. It was evident, ho Bald, 
that more points of export were noed- 
ed and that theso could bo obtained 
only through 
tho 
utilization of tho 


waterways. Ho believed that tho con- 
struction of a ship channel between 
tho lakes and tho gulf would do moro 
toward relieving tho traffic congestion 
of tho northwest than any other ono 
thing. 


Traffic Beyond Railway*. 


Calling attention to tho fact that 


during the last few years the Increase 
of railroad mileage In this country 
had been 22.7 per cent., whllo tho In- 
crease of traffic had amounted to 2G.4 
per cent., Mr. Hill said" tho wonder 
was that the entire business of tho 
country had not been paralyzed, be- 
cause the railroads nearly had ex- 
hausted their 
resources 
for public 


service. 
Ho pointed out, too, that 


freight rates continually wcro dscltn 
ing, whllo wages and operating ex- 
penses were increasing. This, he be- 
lieved, was the reason for the with- 
drawal of much capital from railroad 
building, and he said It would he nec- 
essary. In some way, to remove this
